  29   WHEREAS, William Donald Schaefer, a lifelong Maryland resident, has held 
  30  elective public office in State and local government in Maryland for 45 years, having  
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   1  served for 12 years as a member of the Baltimore City Council from 1955 to 1967, for 
   2  4 years as President of the Baltimore City Council from 1967 to 1971, for 15 years as 
   3  Mayor of the City of Baltimore from 1971 to 1986, for 8 years as Governor from 1987 
   4  to 1995 and, after a brief hiatus, most recently, for the past 5 years as State 
   5  Comptroller since 1999; and 
 
   6   WHEREAS, In addition to his service as an elected official, Mr. Schaefer has 
   7  endeavored to share his passion for public service with individuals who aspire to take 
   8  up that mantel, as evidenced by his appointment to the Schaefer Chair at the 
   9  University of Maryland's School of Public Affairs in conjunction with the Johns 
  10  Hopkins University Institute for Policy Studies, and as further evidenced by his 
  11  involvement with numerous civic and charitable organizations and service on the 
  12  boards of several nonprofit organizations and institutions of higher education in the 
  13  State; and 
 
  14   WHEREAS, It is in the State's interest to encourage young people to pursue 
  15  education and training that leads to employment opportunities in public service at all 
  16  levels of government; and 
 
  17   WHEREAS, It is most fitting that William Donald Schaefer, whose career is a 
  18  shining example of the rewards and challenges that may be experienced by a life 
  19  spent in public service, be honored by the creation of a scholarship program to provide 
  20  opportunities for young people to attend institutions of higher education so that they 
  21  may prepare for and pursue careers in public service; now, therefore, 
 
  22   SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
  23  MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

  33    (2) These Councils shall meet periodically for the purpose of reviewing 
  34  such matters as are referred by the Commission or the Secretary for their 
  35  consideration and advice. 
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   1    (3) The Councils may make reports and recommendations to the 
   2  Commission. 
 
   3   (b) (1) The Commission may appoint continuing advisory committees that 
   4  represent various groups in the higher education community. 
 
   5    (2) Advisory committees may make recommendations to the Commission 
   6  on matters of statewide importance that affect their constituencies.

  11   (B) "ADVISORY COUNCIL" MEANS THE WILLIAM DONALD SCHAEFER 
  12  SCHOLARSHIP ADVISORY COUNCIL. 
 
  13   (C) "SERVICE OBLIGATION" MEANS TO WORK FULL-TIME IN THE STATE IN A 
  14  PUBLIC SERVICE CAREER OR OCCUPATION AS DEFINED BY THE COMMISSION IN 
  15  CONSULTATION WITH THE ADVISORY COUNCIL.

  17   THERE IS A WILLIAM DONALD SCHAEFER SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAM FOR

  21   (A) THE COMMISSION, IN COLLABORATION AND CONSULTATION WITH THE 
  22  ADVISORY COUNCIL, SHALL ANNUALLY SELECT ELIGIBLE STUDENTS AND OFFER 
  23  SCHOLARSHIPS TO STUDENTS WHO DEMONSTRATE OUTSTANDING POTENTIAL FOR 
  24  AND WHO PLAN TO PURSUE A CAREER IN PUBLIC SERVICE.

  16  HIGHER EDUCATION IN MARYLAND; AND 
 
  17    (2) ENDEAVOR TO SELECT AWARD RECIPIENTS WHO ARE 
  18  REPRESENTATIVE OF THE STATE'S RICH CULTURAL, GEOGRAPHIC, RACIAL, ETHNIC,

  20   (F) EACH INDIVIDUAL AWARDED A SCHOLARSHIP UNDER THIS SUBTITLE

   4   (A) THE ANNUAL SCHOLARSHIP AWARD SHALL BE EQUAL TO THE COST OF 
   5  THE RECIPIENT'S TUITION AND MANDATORY FEES, BUT THE AWARD AMOUNT MAY 
   6  NOT EXCEED THE SUM OF THESE COSTS AT THE 4-YEAR PUBLIC INSTITUTION OF 
   7  HIGHER EDUCATION WITHIN THE UNIVERSITY OF MARYLAND SYSTEM, OTHER THAN 
   8  THE UNIVERSITY OF MARYLAND, COLLEGE PARK AND THE UNIVERSITY OF 
   9  MARYLAND, BALTIMORE, WITH THE HIGHEST ANNUAL EXPENSES FOR A FULL-TIME,

  14    (2) CONTINUES TO BE A FULL-TIME UNDERGRADUATE OR GRADUATE 
  15  STUDENT AT AN ELIGIBLE INSTITUTION, AS DETERMINED BY THE COMMISSION; 
 
  16    (3) IN THE JUDGMENT OF THE INSTITUTION, IS MAKING SATISFACTORY 
  17  PROGRESS TOWARD A DEGREE; AND 
 
  18    (4) MAINTAINS THE STANDARDS OF THE INSTITUTION.

  20   (A) THERE IS A WILLIAM DONALD SCHAEFER SCHOLARSHIP FUND IN THE

  28  WILLIAM DONALD SCHAEFER SCHOLARSHIP FUND WITH THE STATE TREASURER, IN 
  29  A NONBUDGETED ACCOUNT FOR USE ONLY FOR WILLIAM DONALD SCHAEFER

  32   IN ADDITION TO ANY GIFT OR GRANT RECEIVED BY THE COMMISSION FOR THE

  34  SUBTITLE, FUNDS FOR THE WILLIAM DONALD SCHAEFER SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAM 
  35  SHALL BE PROVIDED IN THE ANNUAL STATE BUDGET AS FOLLOWS:
